The State Department estimated 
that more than, $5,000,000 was 
due,  Oficials speculated that the 
cut was mnde because the United 
States hod held up post-war ship- 
ments of machinery and other ex- 
ports originally ordered by Russiu 
under on agreoment of 1945.

Investigations into’ cylinder 
bore wear by. the IAE Ree 
search Department have shown 
that cylinder bore lubrication Is 
ut ts worst after a cold start, 
und Jt is during this period that 
the bore surface is subject to 
the most damuging attack by 
corrosion.
